Tt Is more to the point to enquire what {s the 
main cause of such ontrager, and if they can 
be by any meins prevented, It scems to mo 
that moch fight is thrown on this question by a 
careful consideration of some of the facts of 
previous rlots. We have, had five very serious 
ones on the stlver In recent years, namely, 
Chungking, Wuhu, Wusueb, Ichang and 
Sungpu, so that by this time we should te learn- 
fog something, Now, one feature which was 
common to ail of them was this: no matter 
how great was’ the loss of life and pro; . 
or what was the particular government chiefly 
ed, Ihe, Chinese version of the story was 
epted as the truth of the matter, and 
no independent coquiry was made, Whatever 
merits the account of « rlot as drawn up by the 
responsible Chinese officials may have, truthfal- 
for as one of 
them; . and granting fall MUberty to tell 
any story they pleased was Hardly the way 
to make ‘them more catefol next time, 
Further, {t way'a notorious feature of all 
the above cases that tho really gulity parties 
were never brought to justice; even when, as 
inthe casa of Sungpy, the names and 
of guilt were supplied, nothing was done to them, 
Those punlshed were uelgolfcant, Innocent, and 
sometimes friendly natives, 'w In ene casa 
where a whole Biltish settlement was destroyed, 
namely, Ichang, no one was ever punished at all; 
And still {orther, all those cases were settled 
the acceptance of « monetary payment, so many 
dollars for so much damage, and a regular tariff 
for European heads, with the resolt that the 
collection and disbursement of the cash actually:

-The 
wonder js, therefore, not (hat there sheuld be 
occastonal antl-foreign rlots tn China, bot that 
they should not b: very much more serlous and 
“pumcrous, Of course the Chinese Government 
cannot be held free from blame fn the matter,
